preme Court Justice Abe For- 
tas to succeed Earl Warren as 
Chief Justice and Federal Jud- 
ge Homer Thornberry of Texas 
to become an Associate Justice 
of the nation's highest court, Pre- 
sident Johnson has struck at the 
concept of an independent judic- 
агу. 

Under the balance of powers 
concept written into the Consti- 
tution, the Executive and Judic- 
ial Branches of the U. S. govern- 
ment are supposed to be inde- 
pendent of one another. But Mr. 
Johnson, by seating two long- 
time political cronies on the Su- 
preme Court would exercise an 
influence on the character of the 
court decisions long after he left 
Washington and went back to the 
ranch. 

While not a “lame duck" in а 
strict sense (as he hasn't been 
defeated at the polls), Mr. John- 
son in a general sense belongs 
in that political category. He de- 
clined 10 sek reelection because 
he recognized ‘that he had lost 
г support and could not 
in November. He obviously 
tends to be the kingmaker at 
his party's. presidential nomina- 
tion convention. [t seems im- 
proper that he also should be a 
shaper of the Supreme Court for 
years to come by action in the 
final months of his office-hold- 
ing. 

With respect to Justice Fortas 
and Judge Thornberry, it is dif- 
ficult to note that they have 
been close political associates and 
allies of Mr. Johnson for many 
years. Mr. Fortas demonstrated 
great skill in getting Mr. John- 
son out of tricky situations, such 
as the embarrassment that re- 
sulted when a top White House 
aide under the Great Society was 
involved in a particularly messy 
morals* case. This skill, while 
useful to politicians, hardly 
seems to qualify Mr. Fortas for 
elevation to Chief Justice. Jud. 
ge Thornberry's principal attri- 
bute seems to be loyalty to Mr. 
Johnson, which is a quality great- 
ly admired in political circles.
